Priority

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 6,148,647 to KABEYA et al. (hereinafter "KABEYA"). KABEYA discloses a 
washing machine having a cylindrical tub (26) having a ring-type tub cover (26c) on the 
front edge, a recessed tub back (26b) having an outer circumferential wall portion weld- 
coupled to the inner surface of the tub body rear edge, a motor assembly (66) mounted 
in the recess via a bearing housing (41/91), and the tub body, tub back, and bearing 
housing "coupled" by a coupling member including a bolt (reinforcing plate 35/92 
including bolts 36/42 readable on providing a structural "coupling" between the tub body, 
tub back and bearing housing). See particularly Figures 1 , 2, & 7 and relative associated 
text.
